Fowls.With Diphtheria 


Should .Be'Destroyed 


The United Ktatei Department of 


Agriculture states that '.'the treatment 
of fowls affected with diphtheria re- 
quires much time and patience, and 
as a rule does not pay. It Is better 
to kill those affected, bury or burn the 
carcatses, disinfect the poultry houses, 
and In that way eradicate ths con- 
tagion as soon as possible, even, if the 
whole flock must be sacrificed." 
- Contagion Is spread by contact with 
diseased birds. 
The-y may he intro- 


duced by newly purchased stock,'or 
stock which has bean away to snows, 
or may be carried by pigeons or birds. 


Heating Poultry Houses 


During Winter Weather 


Opinions differ in regard to the ad- 


TliablUty of heating poultry houses In 
winter time. As a rule there Is no ob- 
jection to artiflciarheat of about 50 
degrees F., while furthermore this 
would facilitate the Tenlllation o( the 
space.
